An Interesting. Papes- on How- 


to Cnre tlie Evils of JlSiter- 


acy. 


The tit!DOrt:luce <>' 


tlie &u 


Satitnul Aiil in 


To the editor. 


Permit mo to offer some suggestions 


upon the importance oC education to our. 
country .at large, and the necessity oC na- 
tional aid to this cause in order to the 
welfare oC our government: 


It lias been truly said that "knowledge 


is power." That an enlightened and vir- 
tuous people can never be enslaved. 
When, however, a large proportion of the 
people are left in ignorance, there is 
great danger 
that 
the 
power o£ 


governing may fall into the hands of the 
lew. Tktit-we shall have class legislation 
an J that the rights and liberties oC the 
people generally, will bo encroached up- 
on it not entirely overthrown. In a lie- 
. public like onre, whore all— the intelligent 
____ i . X.« ni.n v, ^ _ 1-niT-n a"H Irn'-Vi vmOA in thf! 
und ignorant— have alike'ra voice in tho 
law making department oC the govern- 
ment, it becomes the more necessary that 
knowledge and virtue shall generally be 
disseminated. History, •which is said to bo 
the philosophy of experience, teaches us 
the importance o£ education, us also the 
right kind o£ education in order to the 
stability of "good government and the 
prosperity and happiness o£ tho people. 


We have in this country a bureau of. 


education, which has had an existence ot 
some fourteen years. By reference to the 
report o£ its' ' chieE oilicer, the commis- 
sioner o£ education for tl:e year 1SSO, wo 
learn that there is a great amount o£ illit- 
eracy among our people, and especially 
unions the foreign population, which is 
now coming lo our shores, at the rate of 
over haif a million annually. 
Taking in the whole o£ our country, 


there are among its inhabitants, over ten 
years ot age, one-seventh portion who 
can neither read aor write. Perhaps, I 
ought, however, to state that in several 
o£ tho JN'ew England and western states 
and in our territories there are ninony 
our native population only a little over 
one per cent who can not read and write, 
showing, I believe, a smaller percentage 
ot 'illiteracy than among any other peo- 
ple ot the flobe. 


As the greater danger to our country 


arises from tho illiteracy esistinji m the 
old slave states, it is the people there, 
that 1 wish more especially to call! your - 
attention. 
' 
. 
,„ , , 
In sis o£ these states, one halt ot the 


voters cannot lead their ballots. . In.. 
South Carolinav-liCty-two per cent. oMftO 
voters cannot read or -write, The aver- 
a-e per cent, ot "voter?,- in the entire 
south, who cannot read or wnte,is thirty- 
three and three-tenths per cent. Of tho 
colored people, ot the south about seven- 
ty per cent, cannot read or write. The 
so called poor whites or tho south are but 
little, it any, in advance ot the colored 
population, and as a class they manifest 
less ambition to acquire knowledge, and 
educate their ceildren. It will bo readi- 
Jy seen by the iLtellifient observer, that 
such an amount ot ignorance among the 
people ot that section o£ our country, 
must prove detrimental, and even dan- 
gerous to the' welfare of our republican 
institutions Our government, realizing 


ern states, it would be impossible for 
them, without national -aid, to 'carry on 
such a system of education as the welfare 
of the country demands. 


It would seem, then, that bur security 


in the future, must depend very-'largely 
upon the advance of popular education; 
which, besides giving the people a better 
knowledge ot the wants ot our govern- 
ment, will to a great degree disarm them 
of prejudice and raise them above the 
control of local and partisan strife. 


Some twenty years ago the people of 


the south rebelled against the best gov- 
ernment the world has ever known. Civil 
war and strife .for years reigned through- 
out the land, it is not unreasonable to 
suppose, that had the masses of the peo- 
ple, in the slave states been as generally 
educated as in the free, they conld not 
haue been incited to rebellion, by appeals 
to their passions ond prejudices. To put 
down this great rebellion, cost us much 
of the precious blood ot the nation. Our 
Bachela over since have been weeping for. 
their [children, and would not be com- 
forted" because they are not. A half mil- 
lion brave brothers," sons and fathers fell 
upon tho field of strife, or perished in 
hospitals and southern prisons. A heavy 
financial burden, too, was laid upon the 
people, which, though growing lighter 
year by year, will continue to exist, at 
least for a generation to come. 


Would we avert such a calamity in tho 


future? let us be ever vigilant in the dis- 
semination o£ virtue and intelligence, 
and encourage by our best efforts, the 
education of 
the rising generations: 


Then, may we hope, that the sun of lib- 
erty which BOW illuminates our pathway, 
shall shine with even greater effulgence, 
and its many blessings be perpetuated to 
generations yet unborn. 


Thus, too, shall our country fulfil its 


•great mission; uot only by protecting 
and elevating in tho scale of virtue and 
intelligence, its own citizens, but in lead- 
ing tho people of all countries aud_ all 
climes, in the way o£ civil and religious 
liberty.

Tho 
main reason for refusing to pass any one 
o£ tho oteasures, has been, that the rep- 
resentatives from tbe south, being so 
much imbued with -tlio doctrine of state 
rights, havo generally opposed, any direct 
system of education, by tho general govern- 
ment. They willingly consent that con- 
gress shall make donations for education, 
directly to the states, leaving them the 
sole custodians of tho trust thus created. 
But a majority, ot our congress believ- 
ing that if the funds, should bo placed en- 
tirely under tho control of tlio states tiiey, 
would either, be misapplied, or squan- 
dered, have insisted upon their direct 
rnanagementby the government. Hence, 
the disagreement, which has arisen, and 
tho consequent Call tire of any one of tho 
proposed measures to become a law. 
It 


is to bo hoped, that au our country grows 
older, tho people will become wiser and 
that all sections -may: unite in measures, 
tor the more general education oC the rib- 
ing generation. Much better appropriate 
our public lauds Cor this object, than give 
them to railroad corporations. For how- 
ever reasonable the arguments once 
might have been in favor'of granting 
lands, for the cou&trnctiou of railroads, 
through tlie new and unsettled portions 
of our country, the reason for continuing 
such grants no longer exists.

old salt, dry as a cask, a little clock in 
his hand, is seen constantly entering 
and emerging from a rough board but. 
Within thei-hut is a little wheel, and a 
cord doubled around the a.\le with a 
iloat at one end and a weight at the 
other; records the-lifting tide. 
But: not 


satisfied with this device the bronzed old 
fisherman watches anxiously a sot of 
ncgs which he has set along the marge 
of one of the still iuuerpools connecting 
with the river. 
The function of this old 


fellow is an important one, for in liani- 
ing'a net half a mile long every freak of 
the tide must..be watched, or the two 
hours' labor of half a hundred men will 
go for nothing.

A net of such 
mag- 


nitude is a curiosity by itself. 
It is a 


seine almost half a mile long, or, in 
round numbers, twonty-live hundred 
feel. 
Its width-varies from ten feet at 


the extrcmiuesi'to 'fifty in the centre. 
•Its meshes are.about two inches square, 
and in weaving the whole about 115 
miles of strong cord are requited. 
Th- 


.cost of one ol-these big seines is some 
83,000, .and its usefulness cuds by rot 
and breakage in three years. 
'1'hu net 


is buoyed by floats as large as a man 
head, "but 
no leads are used, as the 


-weight of the'under-run rope suffices 
for sinking. 
In the course of a season 


the breakage of the meshes by smigs on 
tho river bottom, and by ordinary wear 
and tear, is very serious. But the chief 
marplot of.; the fisherman, is t.':ie stur- 
o-eon. 
One of these armored 
fishes, 


with his sharp adamantine nose, passes 
through a seine like an arrow through 
air, 
and he leaves, 
every time ho 


passes, a jagged rent half-a-dozen feet 
in diameter. 


But now the tide has reached its Hood. 


The old watcher on shore seizes a dirt)' 
white flag and waves it frantically to 
tho distant boatmen. Tho negro.bands 
wake stupidly from slumber and, mbing 
their eyes, take their places at tho poles 
of the windlass. 
The sleepy horse, too, 


is roused to animation by .a lasty thump 
on the vertebral column, . and under 
a stress of man and horse-power the 
great wheel begins to revolve anil the 
Tong rope to tighten. The distant tri- 
reme also has been roused into life, tho 
anchor weighed, and eighteen pair of 
biceps are pulling tho craft up-stream, 
the Tribune, newspaper. Last summer 
there were more than fifteen hundred 
generous persons, many of them chil- 
dren themselves, who gavo money for 
-this purpose, tlic contributions amount- 
ing to $21,556.91. With this sum, 5,599 
of "the poor children of New York wore 
taken into the country, given a holiday 
Of two weeks, and carried back to their 
tenement homos. While their traveling 
expenses were paid by the contributors 
to t-ho Fund, the children were tho in- 
vited guests of farmers and other hos- 
pitable people living in. the country. 
During the spring, seventy-live public 
meetings were held in as many villages 
in New7 York, Connecticut, New Jersey, 
Massachusetts, Vermont, 
and other 


States, and arrangements were made 
with committees and clergymen in as 
many other-, localities ; and when tho 
kind-hearted entertainers in the country 
were ready to receive them, the children 
rrere sent out from the city in largo 
companies, and distributed among tho 
villages.

The manao-er of the Fresh-Air 1 und 


is Willard Parsons, a bachelor clergy- 
man, who has adopted the poor children 
»f New York for. his own. 
Hale and 


hearty, with a ruddy 'face and an eye 
twinlcling with -good humor, he has r 
heart brimful of kindness for neglected 
children, and the energy of twenty men 
He it was who devised this simple and 
effective plan of entertaining in tho 
country the poorest of poor children 
living in Xew York and Brooklyn. Th3 
experiment was tried six years ago, 
.when he had a'country parish in Penn- 
sylvania, and now he is making this tho 
business of his life.

children 
were taken into tho 


country. 
Last year, C.OOO children had 


an outing iu green lields and pastures 
new.

Almost a Fire.
